WINTER MILLINERY. 


Small Bonnets In Favor Among the Belleff 


of the Large Cltioa. 


Small bonnets are now universal. 


We can hardly predict what may be 
developed in the desire for a change as 
the season advances, while it seems 
safe to suppose that they will pravai) 
throughout the winter. The distinctive 
idea in the bonnets is in the adj^st- 
ment of the materials lather than in 
the materials employed^ or in the 
shapes of the hesid-dresses — the shapes, 
indeed, being ettectually neutralized in 
the manner in which the covering 
is 
applied. 
We 
see 
models, 
it 


is true, with the covering smoothly 
applied on the frame, but the velvet is 
more frequently draped ou, and the 
method of draping is often a study. A 
model, for example, of mole-skin plush 
in rosewood-brown has the plush at- 
tached to the base of the crown in a 
double hollow box-plait, and this is 
made to rise in two stiff wing-like ar- 
rangements at the top, between which 
is set a.monture of fancy feathers in 
shaded brown and orange, completed 
by an aigrette of orange-colored bird- 
of-paradise plumage, the monturo sus- 
tained by a bow of faille-Franeaise rib- 
bon, 
witL picot edge, the bow over- 


lapping the brim, which is of folded 
velvet, and strings of the ribbon pass- 
ing around thi- base of the crown. 
Ideas similar to this are repeated iu 
scores of models, each model, however, 
presenting: almost indescribable effects 
in the adjustment of the material.

of 
poppy-red 
velvet, 
the velvet 


draped on the crown, has the brim 
formed of inch-wide splitdiscs of mole- 
skin plush, posod on the top of a bow 
of red faille-Francaise ribbon, with a 
monture of fancy feathers sustaining 
an aigrette of humming-birds' heads 
set on slender wires and strings of the 
ribbon. 
4. bonnet of draped velvet in 


boreal color has the cresont, bent-back 
brimof cock's breast- feathers, trimmed 
with a bow of faille-Francaise ribbon 
in boreal color set on each side of the 
top, and ribbon strings. Wired jet 
bonnets divide favor with velvet bon- 
nets for early autumn wear. 
One with 


the crown-piece rising up to three 
acute points, lined with black satin 
surah, is trimmed with butterfly bows 
of many loops made on inch-wide vel- 
vet ribbon with cord picot loops, and 
double strings of the same and narrow 
black velvet ribbon. The use of flowers 
is shown in a bonnet of jet net-work, 
lined with satin surah, trimmed with 
pink crushed roses set on a row of nar- 
row, black velvet ribbon and silk Brus- 
sels lace, arranged to smother or veil 
the roses, finished with strings of the 
ribbon. An exquisite evening bonnet, 
which, in a measure, "antedates the 
mode of the latter portion of the sea- 
son, has the crown in honeycomb 
shirriuo; of cream-white ottoman silk, 
studded with pearl beads, and brim ol 
white-draped pUish, with a monture ol 
grebe feathers and a heron aigrette, 
set ou a bosv of white satin ribbon 
posed on the top, and strings of the 
ribbon. — Millinery Trade Review.

the laboring inun is thoughtfully inquiring 
whether, under these circumstances, and con- 
sidering the tributes he pays in the treasury UH 
he supplies his daily wants, he receives his fair 
.share ot advantages, 
There is also a suspicion abroad that the sur- 


plus uf our revenues indicates abnormal and 
exceptional business prollts which, under the 
system which produces such surplus, iuorease.

large, the vast accumulations of a few urnong 
our citizens whose fortunes, rivaling the wealth

in its Infancy may be well to n great extent dis- 
carded

I t linn been the policy of the Government to 


collect the principal part of its rcvomies by a 
tux upon imports nnd no change in this pohcj 
in desirable. 
JiuL the present condition of af 


fairs constrains our people to demand that by i 
1 


revision of our revenue laws tho receipts of the 
Government -shall be reducixl to the necessary 
expense of tt.s economical administration, and 
this demand .should be recognized and obeyed 
by the people's representatives in the legis- 
lative brunch of the go\ Li-nnient. 


In readjusting the burdens of Federal taxa- 
tion, a sound public policy requires that such 
or our citizens UK havo built up largo and im- 
portant industries unde.r tho present conditions 
should not be suddenly, and to thoir injury, de 
prlved of advantages to which they have adapt- 
ed Iheir business; hut if the public good re- 
([iMie-, it they should bo content with such con- 
sideration us shall deal fairly and cautiously 
with thetr mterasts, while the just tleimind 
of the people for relief from needless taxation 
is honestly answered. A reasonable -and timely 
submission Lo such a demand should certainly 
be possible, without disastrous shock to any in- 
toiest. ,irul a cheerful concession sometimes

outgrowth of Impatience and delayed justice. 


Due regard should be also accorded in any 


proposed readjustment of the tariff to the iu- 
turnsts of American labor, so far as thoy are in- 
volved. 


We congratulate ourselves that there Is 


iiinong us no laboring class, tixeu within un- 
yielding bounds, and doomed under conditions 
to the inexorable fate of daily toil. Wo recog-

vantages. This relation of tho working-man to 
the revenue laws of the country,and the manner 
in which it palpably influences the question oi 
wages, should not bo forgotten in the justifiable 
prominence given to the proper maintenance of 
the supply nml protection of well paid labor 
Ami these considerations suggest such an ar- 
rangement of government revenues as shall re- 
duco the expense of living while it does not 
curtail the opportunity for work nor reduce the 
tmupefisiitlon of Aim'rk'iiu labor, or injuriously 
affect IN condition and the dignified place it 
holds m the estimation of our people. 


Hut our runners and agriculturists—those 


who from the soil produce the things eonsumec 
by all—are perhaps more directly utid plainly 
concerned than uny other of our citizens In u 
just and euroful system of Federal taxation, 
TlioHO acutually engaged tinil more remotely 
connected with this 
kind of work numbei 


nearly one half of ou^jpopulation. None labor 
harder and more continuously than thoy. No 
enactments limit their hours ot toil nnd no in 
tor position of the Government enhances to anj 
prent'cxtunt the value of their products. 
Ant 
yrt, for many of tlie necessaries nnd comforts o 
life which the most sciupulous economy en 
able them to bring into thoir homes, and fo 
their implements of husbandry, they are 
obliged to pay u price largely increased by an 
unnatural proilt which, by the action of the 
Government, !•• given to tho more favored man 
ufucturer. 


[ recommend that, keepfn^fn view till these 
considerations, the inoruasing and unnecesaar; 
surplus of National income annually aceumu 
biting bo rolonsed to the people by an amend 
inent to our revenue laws which shall eheapoi 
the pnce of tho necessaries of life nnd giv 
freer entrance to such Imported materials a 
by American labor may be manufactured Intc 
marketable commodities. Nothing can be nc 
complishi'd, however, in tho direction of thi 
much-needed reform unless the subject is ap 
prom-bed in a patriotic spirit of devotion to tb

The attention ol Congress is called to the 
great number of suits in New York growing oul 
t conflicting views by importers and collectors 
as to the interpretaiign of .our complex aad in- 
eflnite revenue laws, and an amendment is 
eoonimended by wmch the present condition 
f this litigation should be relieved ty a law 
ennitting the appointment of an additional 
^ederal judge in New York where these cases 
lave accumulated. 
Of coast defenses and fortifications, the Pees- 
dent says the defenseless condition of our 
ea coast and lake frontier is perfectly palpa- 
ole, and the work laid out by the board on for- 
Incation is delayed ki default of Congressional 
action. The absolute necessity of our prepara- 
ion for effectual resistance against armored 
hips and steel guns, which may threaten our 
ea coast cities, is so apparent that he hopes 
effective steps will be taken in that direction at 


The condition of our navy, as shown by the 
ecretary of that department, should challenge 
he earnest attention of Congress. The produc- 
ion in the tlnited States of armor and gun 
steel is a question which it seems necessary to 
eettle at an eiu-ly day, if the armored war ves- 
•els are to be completed wifh those materials 
tt home manufacture, .In the event that the 
>r«sent invitation ol the department for bids to 
'urnish such of this material as 
is now- 
authorized 
shall 
fail 
to. 
Induce 
domestic 
manufacturers 
to 
undertake 
he large expenditures required to prepare for 
his new manufacture, and no other steps are 
aken by Congress at its coming session, the 
Secretary contemplates with dissatisfaction the 
necessity of obtaining abroad the armor and 
he gun steal tor the authorized ships, 
It would seem desirable, the President adds, 
that the wants of the army and navy in this re- 
gard should be reasonably met and, by uniting 
,heir contracts such inducements might tte of- 
fered as would result in securing the domesti- 
cation of these important interests. 
Postal service affairs show marked and grati- 
fying improvement during the past year, the 
norease of revenue gaining in a ratio over the 
.ncreaseof cost, demonstrating the sufficiency 
3f the present cheap rates of postage ultimately 
.*> sustain the service. The differences with 
certain ocean steamship companies were ter- 
minated by the acquiescence of all in the policy 
of the-Government, thus affording a service 
feoeraUy adequate to the needs of the inter- 
oceanic mail business. 


The question of establishing ocean postal 
service lo Brazil and the Argentine Republic 
s commended to the consi3oration of Congress, 
and the suggestion is offered that, as distin- 
guished from a grant or subsidy for the mere 
>enefitof any line whatever, the outlay that 
may be required to secure additional necessary 
and proper service, should be regarded as 
within the limit of legitimate compensation tor 
such service. 
The President indorses the recommendation 


of the Attorney-General for the erection of a 
penitentiary lor the confinement of prisoners 
convicted in the United States courts. He 
considers it a matter of very great importance, 
which should at once receive Congressional ac- 
tion. More than one of these institutions 
might be erected, and, "by employing the pris- 
oners In the manufacture of articles needed for 
use by the Government, quite a large pecuniary 
benefit might be derived in partial return for ex- 
penditures. 


He indorses the recommendation of the 
Attorney-General lor a change in the Federal 
judicial system, to obviate the delays neces- 
sarily attending the present condition of affairs 
" L our courts. 
Of Indian affairs he says the present system 
ol agencies standing alone is inadequate for the 
accomplishment of an object which has become 
pressing 
in

importance—the 
nure 


rapid transition from tribal organisation to 
citizenship 
of

Indians as are capable of civilized life, and 
hence the necessity 
for the 
supplemental 


agency, a commission of six intelligent per- 
sons—three from the army—charged with the 
management of sucli matters of detail as can 
not, with the present organization, be properly 
and successfully conducted. The time is ripe, 
the President tells Congress, lor the work of 
such an agency. 


The President recommends the repeal of the 
Pre-emption and Timber-Culture acts, and that 
the homestead laws bo so amended as to better 
secure compliance with their requirements of 
residence, improvement and cultivation for Jive 
years from date ol entry, without commutation 
pr provision for speculation or relinquisbment. 
Referring to the satisfactory exhibit ol the 
operations of tLo Pension Bureau during the 
last fiscal year, and to pension matters gener- 
ally, the President says the usefulness and the 
justice ol any system for the distribution of 
pensions depends upon the equality and uni- 
formity of its operation, and as long as we ad- 
hero to the principle of granting pensions for 
service and.disabilty as the rebult of the serv- 
ice, the allowance ol pensions should be re- 
stricted to cases presenting these features. 
"Every patriotic, heart," he says, "responds 
to a tender consideration for thoae who, having 
served thoir country long and well, are reduced 
lo destitution and dependence, not as an inci- 
dent of their service, but with advancing age or 
misfortune. We are all tempted by the con- 
templation ol such a condition to supply relief, 
and are often impatient of the limitations 
of 
public 
duty. 
Yielding 
to 
no 
one 
in the desire to indulge this feeling ol consider- 
ation, I can not rid myself of the conviction 
that if these ex-soldiers are to be relieved, they 
and their cause tire entitled to the benefit of 
an enactment under which relief should be 
claimed as u right, and that such relief may be 
granted under the sanction, not the invasion, 
of

dor 
should 
such 
worthy 


objects of care, ulleciually entitled, be remitted 
to the unequal operation of sympathy, or the 
tender mercies of social and political influence 
with their unjuat discrimination. 


Of tho Pacific railroad debt extension propo- 
rtion, he suys, that in considering the plan 
suggested by the Secretary of the Interior and 
indorsed by the board of Government directors, 
the sole matters which should be taken into 
account are: "The situation of the Govern- 
ment as a creditor and the surest way to se- 
cure the payment of the principal and interest 
on its debt.11 


Of inter-State commerce, he says that by a 
recent decision of the Supreme Court of the 
United States it has been adjudged that the 
laws of the several States are inoperative to 
regulate, rates of transportation upon railroads, 
if .such regulation iuterferes with the rate of 
carriage trorn one State into another. This im- 
portant Held of control nnd regulation having1 
been left thus unoccupied, the expediency of 
Federal action upon the subject is worthy of 
consideration. 


Of the relations of labor to capital, the Presi- 
dent thinks that when these differences be- 
tween employer and employed reach such a 
stage as to result in the interruption ol com- 
merce between the States, the application of 
arbitration by the General Government might 
be regarded as entirely within its constitutional 
K 


OWLT.H, nnd he thinks we might reasonably 
ope that such arbitrators, it' carefully selected, 


and if entitled to the confidence of the parties 
to be affected, would be voluntarily called to 
the settlement of controversies of less extent 
and not necessarily within the domain of Fed- 
eral regulation. 


The President recommends, as a plain duty 


on the part of the Government, the payment of 
a million and a quarter dollars fa till due to the 
Freedman's Savings Bank depositors. 


Civil-Service reform ia the last important topic 
discussed in the message. 
The continued 
operation of the Civil-Service law, he asserts, 
has added the most convincing proof ol its 
necessity vand 
usefulness. 
Every public 


ofllcer 
who 
has 
a 
just 
idea 
of 
bis duty to the people testifies to the value of 
thin reform. Its stuuneheat friends are found 
among those who understand it best, and its 
•warmest supporters are those who are re- 
strained and protected by Its requirements. 
The meaning of such restraint and protection 
is not appreciated by those who want places 
under the Government, regardless of merit and 
efficiency, nor by those who insist that the se- 
lection for such places ahould rest upon, a 
proper 
credential showing* active partisan 
work. They mean to public officers, if not, 
their lives the only opportunity afforded them 
to uttcnd the public business, and they mean 
to tlie good of the country the bettor perform- 
ance of the work ol their Government. It ia 
exceedingly strange, the President thinks, that 
the scope and nature of this relorm are so little 
understood, and that so many things not in- 
cluded within its plan are called by its name. 
When cavil yields more fully to examination, 
the system will have large additions to the 
number of its friends. 


Our Civil-Service reform, the President says, 
may be imperfect in some of its details; it may 
be misunderstood and opposed, :it may not al- 
ways be faithfully applied; its designs may 
sometimes miscarry through mistake or wilful 
Intent; it may sometimes tremble under the as- 
saults 
of 
its 
enemy or 
languish under 


the 
misguided 
zeal 
of 
impracticable 


friends; but if the people ol this country ever 
submit to the banishment of its underlying 
principle from the operation ot their Govern- 
ment, they will abandon the surest guarantee 
of the safety and success of American institu- 
tions." 


In conclusion, he invokes for thla reform the 
cheerful and ungrudging support of Congress. 
urges an increase ol the salaries of the Com- 
missioners, and expresses the hope that such 
reasonable appropriations may be made as will 
enable them to increase the usefulness ol the 
cause they have in charge.

BIOHMOSD, Va.,Bec. 7.—The statement 


arid the petition of T. J. Cluverius made to 
the Governor, asking executive clemency 
iu nis behalf for the murder of Miss Madi- 
son, fell flat upon the public ear here. 
Yesterday the Governor received a letter 
from the mother of the dead woman, which 
read as follows: 


MASOUIN POST-OFFICE, Dec. 4,1880, 


MY DEAR GOVERNOR—Please, my dear Gov- 


ernor, let the lnw take its course with tliat 
•wretch, Cluverius, who has caused a father, 
mother and eight brothers aad sisters to see so 
much trouble. Only, il possible, hasten all such 
on as quick as possible lor the sake of other 
poor mothers and innocent females. Please, 
for the sake of a mother whose heart and mind 
have been nearly crazed with grief and dis- 
tress, let It [meaning the judgment of the 
court] stay as it is, is the prayer of the 
mother 
he 
has 
caused 
so 
much 


trouble. Much more, dear Governor, I would 
say, but will leave it all to your tender 
parental heart. Please, I pray, grant me this one 
petition, is the prayer of your humble and re- 
spectful fellow-creature.Lnonra T. MADISON. 


This is an offset to the petition from the 


father and mother of Cluverius asking 
Governor Lee to spare their Ron. It is ex- 
pected that the Governor will make known 
his views to-day, as Cluverius has been 
condemned to be hanged on the 10th inst. 


Up to seven o'clock last night Governor 


Lee had not given out his decision in re- 
gard to Cluverius. City Sergeant Smith 
is making preparations for the execution, 
and though he visited the Governor, he did 
-not learn anything to justify him iu stay- 
ing his preparations. 


The witness 
Henley, who, 
it was 


thought, would prove that Cluverius was 
at the Dime museum the night that Miss 
Madison was murdered, when brought be- 
fore the Governor and questioned, said he 
had a dim and vague impression that he 
saw him there, but would not take a 
solemn oath to that effect. 


Shot Through the Heart.. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Dec. 7.—Thos. Dayton, 


well known in this city, was shot and 
killed yesterday afternoon in the rotunda 
of the Peabody Hotel by L. B. Godwin, son 
of Colonel John R. Godwin. The cause of 
the killing was the slanderous reports 
circulated by Dayton concerning mem- 
bers of Colonel Godwin's family. L. R. 
Godwin is only twenty-three years of age. 
He fired four shots at Dayton, three of 
them while he lay on the floor in his death 
agonies.

The cost of the establishment of a 


starch factory is not large, varying 
from $5,000 to $10,000, according to 
capacity. 


For the benefit of those interested 


the following description of the starch- 
making process is given: The potatoes 
are received in an upper story, weighed 
and dumped into a basement From 
here they are carried into a long 
trough, through which passes a wooden 
cylinder, from this project several 
arms, which slowly revolve, keeping 
the potatoes constantly in motion, 
while streams of water continually 
fall upon the mass, escaping from the 
bottom 
These revolving arms gradu- 


ally move the potatoes to one end of the 
tank. Heie they fall into the grater as 
clean as it is possible to wash them by 
hand. The grater is an iron cylinder 
with projecting points which crushes, 
grinds and pulvemes the potatoes into 
a pulp 
The pulp falls upon a long 


sieve in motion, and upon this is con- 
stantly falling a shower of pure water 
which washes down, through 
the 


meshes of the sieve, all the starch, 
nothing being left but the potato 
skin and the broken walls of the 
starch cells. The refuse is carried 
in lone spouts out of the build- 
ing, it oeing regarded entirely worth- 
less for any purpose whatever—not fit 
for manure even 
The starch used in 


solution is carried by other spouts into 
another portion of the building and run 
into large vats like those seen in a tan- 
neiy. Heie in the course of twenty- 
Join hours the stari'h settles 01 sepa- 
rates from the water, falling to the 
bottoms. The water is then drawn oft 
by the means of faucets, leaving thaj 
starch as a semi-solid, pasty mass, 
which is shoveled up into large boxes, 
laised by windlass to the upper part of 
the building, where it is dumped into 
cars and wheeled away over a long 
platform to the diving-house, which 
must be a distance Irom the other build- 
ings 
Here it is thrown upon a floor 


of scantlings, nailed down, with space 
between each ol about two and 
one- 


half inches 
'J he heat coming up fiom 


the furnaces m the basement rapidly 
dries the mass, which, falling apart, 
drops through to the floor below—the 
latter having narrower spaces 
Fall- 


ing thiough seveial of these floors, it 
reaches at last the receiving boxes. 
After being ground to a fine powder, it 
is ready to oe put into the casks, 01 
before being ground it will be found m 
blocks suitable for handling and ship- 
ping, or can be ciushed into pieces of 
the si/e of corn or HOP, aoooiding to
